Roosevelt has notified the Boy of Tunis that tho power- 
ful A. E. F. in North Africa hopes to pass through French 
Tunisia, which lies between the present American land- 
ngs in Algeria and Axis-held Libya.

LEGISLATION ON 
WHEAT PENALTY IS 
UPHELD DY COURT 


CONSIDERED OF FAR 
REACHING IMPORTANCE 
BY ADMINISTRATION 


WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 
9.—</P)— 


The supreme court held constitu- 
tional today legislation Imposing 
a 49-cent per bushel penalty on 
wheat produced and sold in excess 
of agricultural adjustment admin- 
istration 
quotas. 


Justice 
Jackson 
delivered the 


opinion on a challenge of the 1941 
legislation by a group of Mont- 
gomery 
county 
(Ohio) 
farmers. 


The litigation was considered of 
far-reaching 
importance 
bv 'n9 


Roosevelt 
administration. 


The legislation, passed by con- 
gress May 26, 1941, increased the 
penalty on the excess over AAA 
quotas from 15 to 49 cents per 
bushel and prevented the sale or 
use on the farm of any wheat 
produced until the penalty had 
been paid. 


This legislation was an amend- 


ment to the 1938 Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act which authorized tho 
secretary of agriculture to fix quo- 
tas restricting the marketing ot 
basic farm products. 


"The penalty provided by 
tha 
amendment," Justice Jackson said, 
"can be postponed or avoided only 
by storing the farm marketing ex- 
cess according to regulations pro- 
mulgated by the secretary or by 
delivering it to him without com- 
pensation; and the penalty is in- 
curred and becomes 
due 
on 
threshing. 


"Thus the penalty was contin- 
gent upon an act which appellee 
(Ihe wheat farmer) committed not 
before but after the enactment of 
h statute, and had he chosen to 
cut his excess and cure It or feeci 
it as hay, or to reap and feed it 
with the head and straw togeth- 
er, no penalty would have been 
demanded. 
Such manner of con- 
sumption is not uncommon. 


"Only when he threshed 
and 


thereby made it a part of the bulk 
of wheat overhanging the market 
did he become subject to penalty"

to review a decision dismissing a

GULDERSON SAYS 
TEXAS OIL STORAGE 
IS STILL TOO LOW 


AUSTIN, Nov. 9.—(/P)—Railroad 


Commissioner Olin Culberson as- 
serted today that the reported in- 
crease in the nation's crude oil 
storage did not correctly reflect 
the storage situation In Texas. 


"Texas produced oil In storage 


above ground, regardless of where 
it is situated, whether in Texas 
or New York, or any other stor- 
age point, has increased at the 
rate of only 18,297 barrels per day 
since Aug. 24," Culberson said, stat- 
ing: 


"Until there is a greater utili- 


sation of the 125,000,000 barrels of I 
empty storage in 
Texas 
alone.' 


Which empty storage according to 
sworn reports of the industry is 
located at tank farms, In pipe 
lines and refineries, I 
sincerely 


trust that there will be no appre- 
ciable diminishing of the crude pro- 
duced in Texas." 


Asserting the storage report of 


the Bureau of Mines "is just ex- 
actly what It seems to be because 
these figures are made up from 
stocks according 
to their origin 


and not as to source or tlmi= of 
production of the crude from the 
different states producing it" the 
commissioner said: 


"The results of the method used 
bj the Bureau of Mines In arriv- 
ing at crude oil In storage will be 
governed largely by the action of 
refineries of the United States in 
running to stills certain types of 
crudes for that week, resulting 
i£ withdrawals from storage of 
oil produced In other areas than 
Texas which would necessarily re- 
sult In an Increase of Texas crudes 
m storage by reason of their non- 
use. 


"Conversely, there have been in- 


stancesinthese figures of the bu- 
reau of mines that have shown 
a decidedly marked decline in
